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Lady McEwen’s Reception to Overseas 
Students 

On page 91 of the 100th number of the Magazine a list was 
given of the Geographical Distribution of Overseas Students at 
present at the R.A.M. On November 5 the new students from 
Overseas were entertained at a reception given by Lady McEwen. 
It was a happy inspiration to invite them to meet and become 
acquainted with one another. The British Possessions were well 
represented by students from Canada, Nova Scotia, South and 
West Africa; Australia, Tasmania and New Zealand; India, 
Ceylon, Burma and the Straits Settlements; and the West Indies. 
Thus Vancouver shook hands with Singapore. Students came 
from Egypt, Greece and Russia; and Baghdad and Peking made 
friends with Bangkok. The Professors’ dining-room was crowded 
with interesting groups of young people, chatting with all barriers 
—even of language!—down, and the occasion was a striking 
example of the world-wide influence of the R.A.M. 


Chamber Concert, November 5, 1934 

Eight male students took part in the Chamber Concert on 
November 5. Two quartets were played, the first movement of 
Brahms’s Quartet in C minor , Op. 51, No. 1, and the similar 
movement of Dvorak’s Quartet in G, Op. 106, with which the 
concert ended. The Brahms quartet was interpreted by Eugene 
Nemish and Robert Masters (violins), Samuel Rosenheim (viola) 
and Joseph Sack (violoncello). There was no occasion here to 
ask for consideration on account of youth, for the work was 
rendered with a maturity of style that belied any misgivings that 
may have been felt. The work makes large demands and these 
were met with breadth of tone. The Dvorak quartet was played 
with great spirit by Edward Silverman and Douglas Thomson 
(violins), Gordon Mutter (viola) and Peter Beavan (violoncello). 
It was gratifying that in the first Chamber Concert of the new 
Academic Year sound musicianship was amply manifest in the 
two male quartets. In Mozart’s Fantasia and Fugue in C for 
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pianoforte Margaret Blackburn gave a broad reading with 
abundant technique, and Patrick Smerdon-Piggott’s masterly 
playing from memory of May Sabeston Walker’s Variation on a 
Folk Song from Normandy was a veritable tour de force. In a 
Sarabande and Trio for violin and pianoforte (MS) Kathleen 
Bell caught the flavour of past times and accompanied Beatrix 
Marr who took the violin part in good style. The violin pieces 
by Wolstenholme were played by Max Gilbert, and for the 
violoncello there were works by Bach and Dunkler (the latter, 
a Fileuse, giving Joyce Cohen full opportunity), and by Herbert 
Murnll, whose Capnccio for violoncello was sympathetically 
rendered by Eileen McCarthy. There were two singers; Edith 
. Juster sang two songs by Rubinstein with distinction ; and 
Muriel Hill made light of Gretry’s florid Air, La Fauvette avec

The Chamber Concert of December 3 was of exceptional 
interest In the programme of ten numbers seven compositions 
““ »n«,“batJby »de„,s or students .while an etghth was 
arranged by an ex-student. Two works for two pianofortes, 
the compositions of Dorothy Howell and Geoffrey Robbms 
played respectively by Margaret Chamberlain with Hilda King, 
and by Geoffrey Robbins with Patrick Smerdon-Piggot , were 
effective additions to the repertoire of this genre Miss Howell 
made a great impression with the lyric quality of the first of her 
Recuerdos Preciosos and the Spanish colour of the second. The 
Christmas Cheer of G. Robbins did not belie its intentions with 
chimes and carols and singular variations in Adeste Fideles. 
The Quartet in A minor, Op. 4, by Alan Bush was restrained and 
fanciful, and was safe in the hands of Edward Sdverman and 
Douglas Thomson (violins), Gordon Mutter (viola) and Peter 
Beavan (violoncello). The first named also played his own 
Fantasia for Violin (MS), the construction of \ vh ^ 1 ^;™ 
his opportunity for technical display. In her Two Oboe Pieces 
(MS') Margaret O. Mullins played the pianoforte part, joined 
by John Butterworth (oboe), in which the Highland atmosphere 
was deftly caught. Yet another work by a student, Monica 
Irwin, Three Chinese Airs (MS) for flute (Conrad Msius), 
violin (Beatrix Marr), viola (Max Gilbert) and violoncello (Eileen 
McCarthy) were ingenious and full of colour. 

Philip Hattey sang three songs of his own composition (Mb) 
with good diction, and Beatrix Marr, Max Gilbert and Eileen 
McCarthv played Mr. Herbert Withers’ arrangements tor 
Violin, Viola and Violoncello of a Prelude and a Prelude and Fugue 
of Bach. Dorothy Anderson sang Grieg’s Autumn Storms wi 
dramatic effect, and the Burleske, Op. 64, for three flutes by 
Carl Rorich was played by Conrad Risius, Betty Bonner and 
Toan Walker. The accompanists were Margaret O. Mullin 
(m her own composition), Phyllis Spurr, Dorothy Peacock and 
Guy Jorison. 

Choral Concert, December 5 

At the Choral Concert on December 5 Dvorak’s Stabat Mater 
and Norman Askew’s By the Waters of Babylon were performed 
under the direction of Mr. Ernest Read, with chorus and 
orchestra. The soloists in the first work were Mahry Dawes, 
soprano; Muriel Gale, contralto; John Lewis, tenor; and 
Harold Child and Ernest Davies, baritones. 
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The Patron’s Fund : R.C.M. 
at the R.A.M., December 5 

For the second time under the auspices of the Royal College 
of Music Patron’s Fund the orchestral rehearsal was held in the 
Duke’s Hall. It was fitting that outward evidence should be 
given of this association of the Royal Schools. The London 
Symphony Orchestra was engaged, and Mr Warwick Braithwaite 
conducted the rehearsal. The orchestral works were Dorothy 
Howell’s The Rock , William Alwyn’s Concerto for violin and 
orchestra, played by Frederick Grinke, and Herbert Murrill’s 
Three Hornpipes for orchestra. The last work was rehearsed 
but time did not permit of its being played through afterwards. 
Four Songs of the Countryside by Michael Head were sung by 
Freda Townson. The programme was contributed by members 
of the Royal Academy of Music, and the purpose of the rehearsal 
was maintained. 


The R.A.M. at the R.G.M., February 8 

It was a graceful act on the part of the Royal College of Music 
to include in the programme of the Patron’s Fund Rehearsal 
on February 8 two works from the R.A.M. Dr Sargent conducted 
Margot Wright’s variations, Mickledene Edge , which met 
with high approval; and the Three Hornpipes of Herbert 
Murrill, which had been played through at the Rehearsal held 
at the R.A.M. in December, were now performed under the 
composer’s direction with the joyousness which the works 
demanded. 

Social and Musical Evening, November 12 

On November 12 the R.A.M. Club provided an unusual 
entertainment for its Social and Musical evening. It was a 
demonstration by Mr Martin Taubmann of the uncanny 
instrument the 4 Electronde ’. With the aid of electrical 
apparatus, the simplest element of which was a short vertical 
rod, he was able to call music from the vasty ether by simple 
movements of his hand. Astonishing as this was, it was still 
more bewildering to hear music by Bach, Grieg, Sinding and 
others 4 played ’ on this invisible scale, and accompanied on the 
pianoforte.

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Annual Report 

for the Year ending December 31, 1934 

The Committee of the Club presents its 45th Annual Report. 

The membership figure is now 989, and is constituted as follows: 
439 Town Members, 283 Country Members, 64 Overseas 
Members and 203 Student Members. Seventy-seven new 
members joined in 1934 and 53 Student Members were trans¬ 
ferred to the Senior Branch. 

Dr Stanley Marchant was elected President at the Annual 
General Meeting, and the Committee wishes to thank him for 
his able leadership throughout the year and for the special 
interest he showed in attending and presiding at all Committee 
Meetings. 

The usual three Club Evenings were held. Szigeti played at the 
first, in February, a Revue was staged by the students, under the 
able management of Miss Avril Wright, at the second, and 
Martin Taubmann demonstrated the Electronde at the third. 

The Annual Dinner was held for the third time at the Dor - 
Chester Hotel. Two-hundred and forty-four people attended, 
and the Academy entertained several eminent guests. 

The R.A.M. Club Prize was this year divided and awarded for 
Organ Playing and Viola Solo. Arnold Richardson gained the 
organ award and Max Gilbert the viola prize. 

On perusal of the Balance Sheet members will observe that: 
the Club shows assets amounting to £651 14s. 6d., including air 
investment of £555 ns. 6d. It was decided by the Committee 
to expend some of the money lying on Deposit Account in the 
production of an entertainment presented by the students in. 
the Theatre in May, in the repetition and modification of this, 
entertainment at the second Club meeting, and in the improve¬ 
ment generally of the decorations and refreshments at the 
Club evenings.

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Opera 

Each of the evenings of December io and n was given to the 
production of two operas, Mozart and Salieri by Rimsky- 
Korsakov, with English text by Geoffrey Dunn, and Mozart’s 
Magic Flute . The first was well sung and acted on both evenings 
by Harold Child as Salieri and Bernard Lewis as Mozart. The 
second scene was impressive with a few bars of the Requiem 
sung behind the scenes. In the Magic Flute the principals were 
the same on each occasion. The Queen of Night was taken by 
Alice Langham, who gave a dramatic reading ; Pamina was 
sung by Joan Tribe and Tamino by Henry Foster ; Harold 
Child was a lively Papageno, and Muriel Hill his ‘ opposite 
number ’. The part of Sarastro was given to Eric Rickard and 
James O’Neill. The Queen of Night’s^Ladies sang and looked 
charmingly, and Sydney MacEwan made the most of Monostatos. 
The entire production arose from the inventive brain of Geoffrey 
Dunn—stage management, dresses and scenery—and the 
entertainment was amply satisfactory. There was a students’ 
orchestra, directed by William Alwyn.

The Chamber Concert of Students’ 
Compositions 

The chamber concert of students’ compositions under the 
direction of Mr Withers, given on January 17, attracted an 
audience as much through genuine interest as through curiosity. 
Of the nine students in the programme five were female students. 
It is not necessary to specify all, but Margaret Wenban-Smith’s 
Three Canons for string trio are neat and pleasing : Richard 
Tildesley’s Romance for his clarinet quintet was well worthy of 
attention; Ivor Walsworth’s Prelude for string quartet was 
commendably restrained, and the Barcarolle and Dances of 
Dorothy Beckton were clever and tuneful. 








Brahms 

It was no haphazard enterprise that led the students of the 
Ensemble Class to give serial performances of the complete 
chamber music works of Brahms, and in chronological order.. 
The players who interpreted the Haydn series of quartets in 
1928 held their own throughout in spite of misgivings, but in 
the Beethoven series last year it was deemed expedient to relax 
the strain and distribute the works among the Ensemble Class, 
and not confine the interpretation to one chosen quartet. Besides,, 
there were ample numbers of efficient students to take part. 
Brahms, again, demanded players of special weight, and con¬ 
sequently for the eighteen compositions, thirty-seven students 
were available. Under the guidance of Mr. Herbert Withers the 
Ensemble Class attacked the works with spirit and were not 
dismayed while going over ground on which their seniors, of 
proved fame, had built a tradition. 

Not the least interesting was the preparation of the programmes,, 
and it was no small task for Mr Withers to compile what indeed 
was a Brahmsian bibliography, with the acknowledged help 
of Messrs Lengnick, Simrock, and others, to make the record as 
accurate as possible. His comments, with which each concert 
began, were instructive and to the point. 

Up to the time of going to the press fourteen works have been given, 
and from the performances of these an estimate may be gained of 
their artistry. The balance of tone, the subordinating of each 
part to the unity of the work in hand, the tempering of pianoforte 
exuberance, were kept well within bounds and there was a 
refreshing ‘ consort ’, to use the old word, which is the supreme 
aim of chamber music playing. 

The names of those taking part are given below according to 
their various instruments. To instance any single player would 
frustrate the purpose of the ensemble, but it is only right to 
say that in the sextets (in B flat, Op. 18, and in G, Op. 36) which 
she led, Beatrix Marr showed wise understanding of her function 
and the right spirit.

Mr Whitehouse’s connection with the Academy dated from the 
year 1877, when he entered as a student—a long span of fifty- 
eight years, during which he took a prominent position as ’cellist. 
In 1882 he was appointed Assistant Professor, Professor, and 
A.R.A.M. in the following year, and elected a Fellow in 1895. 
A familiar figure on all platforms, he was identified with the 
Chamber Music of the Monday ‘ Pops ’ at the St James’s Hall 
and played often with Joachim. As a teacher, the large number 
of his pupils who have reached fame testify to the value of his 
instruction. At the funeral service a Requiem for three ’cellos 
and organ was played by three of his pupils, Beatrice Harrison* 
Ivor James, and John Snowden. Henry Wilson was the organist.

A career in which much had been accomplished came to an 
end with the death of Mr Handley Davies. He entered the 
Academy in 1891 as a student of the Violin under Mr Wessely, 
and four years later was appointed Sub-professor of the Violin.
